Laundry — Improved 
Machinery 


Added. 


This morning a TIMES-DEMOCRAT 


representative, while visiting several 
business places, stepped into the 
Niagara Steam Laundry, which is 
located on east High street. He was 
met by Mr. Mosier, one of the pro- 
prietors, and shown through the sev- 
eral departments of the laundry. 


About one year ago Messrs. Mosier 


and Rlosser purchased the Nlagaia 
& City Laundry plant when it was 
not doing a liourishiog business. 
Good management and a desire to 
give its patrons only the best work 
soon made it a popular laundry, and 
its business has continually increased. 
It has been necessary at several 
times to enlarge tbe plant and add 
new machinery and Increase help un- 
til at present, for excellence of work- 
manship, no laundry in northwestern 
Ohio can excel it. 


Tbe management has just placed 


in the laundry an expensive high 
grade ironer of the latest model, 
which will do either a high gloss or 
domestic finish. A new steam pump 
has also been added and a dry bouse 
that has a capacity of drying one 
hundred and fifty shirts every hour. 
There are in use already four wash- 
ers, and a new one hundred and • fifty 
shirt washer will be added this week. 


A wattr purifier that extracts all 


the lime and magnesia and other 
substances and leaves tbe water as 
soft as rain water, has been ordered 
and will soon be in operation.

These are 
both washed and ironed by hand. 
This is done by ladies hired especially 
to do careful work.

811 all orders it Is necessary to work 
from one to two hotirs extra every 
day. 


Tuesday 460 shirts were washed 


and ironed. Without doabt this was 
the largest day's work ever done by 
any laundry in the city. One day 
this week 375 shirts from out-of town 
customers were laundered. The es 
DabHshment is doing an immense city 
business and is also enjoying a large 
foreign patronage, one maa alone 
sendingin from 375 to 450 shirts each 
week.
